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COFFEE ADULTERATION. 

With reference to the clause from the Customs and Inland Revenue Bill, which we printed 
in our last number, our contemporary, The Chemist and Druggist, thought it rather hard 
that if any person should really desire to have a combination of coffee and dandelion he 
should be prevented by law from purchasing such, and accordingly wrote to the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer to ask if such a mixture would be allowed to be sold provided the pro¬ 
portions of the ingredients were definitely stated. The following reply indicates that 
dandelion, or taraxacum, coffee will be allowed to be sold as heretofore:— 

Inland Revenue, Somerset House, May 25th, 1882. 

Sib, —The Chancellor of the Exchequer having forwarded to this department your 
letter of the 2nd instant, I am instructed by the Board to acquaint you, in reply, that 
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dandelion root will, it is understood, be considered as analogous to chicory ; and, provided 
duty be paid accordingly as for chicory, no objection will be raised to the sale of a mixture 
of dandelion root and coffee. I am, &c.,
